La tasa de desempleo entre trabajadores hispanos sobrepasó la de 
los afroamericanos en California y se espera que continúe aumentando 
hasta mediados del año próximo, destaca un informe. Según el estudio 
del segundo trimestre del año, realizado por el Instituto de Política 
Económica (EPI), una organización no lucrativa de investigación de 
políticas económicas, el desempleo entre los hispanos en el Estado Do- 
rado fue 15.7% frente a 15.3% de los afroamericanos. “Entre los grupos 
raciales y étnicos más grandes, los afroamericanos consistentemente 
han tenido y continúan teniendo la mayor tasa de desempleo”, explicó 
Algernon Justin, autor del reporte en su presentación. “En California, sin 
embargo, el desempleo hispano sobrepasó el desempleo afroamericano 
en el segundo trimestre de este año y está proyectado para mantenerse 
por encima en el 2010”, agregó. 

El informe destaca que tanto latinos como afroamericanos sufrirán 
las mayores consecuencias a causa del desempleo, que se espera llegue 
a 16% a nivel nacional para los afroamericanos y a 13.3% para los his- 
panos durante el segundo trimestre de 2010. No obstante, EPI calcula 
que el desempleo hispano en California y Nevada se acercará al 18% 
por esta época para el próximo año y que tomará varios años antes que 
las tasas de desempleo regresen a sus niveles típicos.

The Senate Judiciary Committee approved the nomination of federal 
appellate Judge Sonia Sotomayor to become the first Hispanic on the U.S. 
Supreme Court, setting the stage for a vote next week by the full Senate that 
is all but certain to go her way. By a vote of 13-6, the committee recom- 
mended Sotomayor, 55, to replace retiring Justice David Souter. Before the 
vote and without causing any surprises, both Democrats and Republicans 
praised for two hours the story of Sotomayor's rise from a South Bronx 
housing project and her judicial career, but only one GOP senator, South 
Carolina's Lindsey Graham, voted for confirmation. 

The committee’s ranking Republican, Jeff Sessions of Alabama, re- 
newed his attack on Sotomayor over a 2001 speech in which she said: “I 
would hope that a wise Latina woman with the richness of her experiences 
would more often than not reach a better conclusion than a white male who 
hasn't lived that life.” The nominee said during the July 13-16 confirmation 
hearings that her remark had been a clumsy allusion to retired Supreme 
Court Justice Sandra Day O’Connor’s statement that “both men and women 
were equally capable of being wise and fair judges.” Democrats said that 
the judge, who was born in New York to Puerto Rican parents, not only has 
the experience, integrity and temperament necessary to assume the position, 
but that she will be “faithful to the law” and to the Constitution. EFE

The number of Mexican homes that received remit- 
tances from abroad fell by 14.8 percent between 2006 
and 2008, BBVA Bamcomer said in a report released 
Monday. During that period, more than 275,000 families 
“stopped counting on this important source of income,” 
said the Spanish-owned bank in an analysis of the Mexi- 
can government’s 2008 National Household Incone 
and Expenditures Survey, or ENIGH. Thus, if in 2006 
a total of 1.86 million families received remittances, 
in 2008 that figure fell to 1.58 million. Remittances 
- overwhelmingly from the United States - constitute 
Mexico’s No. 2 source of revenue after oil exports. 
Based on the ENIGH results, the National Council for 
the Evaluation of Social Development Policy concluded 
that more than 47 percent of Mexico’s 107 million 


people live in poverty, an increase of five percentage 
points since 2006. 

“The reduction in the rhythm of economic activity 
in Mexico and the increase registered between 2007 
and 2008 in the general price level of foods are factors 
that contributed to the behavior seen (in the area) of 
poverty,” said the BBVA study, which was authored 
by bank economic Juan Luis Ordaz Diaz. In addition, 
the U.S. crisis “has led to Mexican migrants in that 
country being among the groups with the highest levels 
of unemployment, who are working fewer hours on 
average and whose salaries remain stagnant, and as a 
consequence, some of them have stopped sending or 
reduced the habitual amounts of remittances to their 
relatives in Mexico,” Ordaz added. EFE 


Mexico City announces water-rationing plan 


Mexico City authorities have 
announced an emergency, 10-month 
water rationing plan in response 
to severe shortages that Mayor 
Marcelo Ebrard blames on global 
warming. 

“This year we’ve had the least 
amount of rainfall in many years. 
That’s caused the Cutzamala sys- 
tem, which... accounts for a signifi- 
cant percentage of the city’s supply, 
to have lower levels than it should 
have,” Ebrard told a press confer- 
ence on Thursday. 

The National Water Commis- 
sion, or Conagua, has warned in 
recent days that the seven reservoirs 
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that make up the Cutzamala Sys- 
tem, which supplies 24 percent of 
the Mexican capital and is the sole 
source of water for 10 municipali- 
ties on the city’s outskirts, were at 
dangerously low levels. 

Conagua, in response, plans 
to reduce the water flowing from 
Cutzamala’s dams in the south- 
western state of Michoacan to 13 
municipalities of Greater Mexico 
City by 10 percent from Sunday to 
Thursday, 25 percent on Friday and 
50 percent on Saturdays. Residents 
of the giant metropolis had already 
been hit with partial stoppages ear- 
lier this year, including a cutoff in

April that affected roughly a quarter 
of Mexico City’s population. 

The leftist mayor blamed cli- 
mate change for “disrupting” the 
rainy seasons to the point that 
authorities cannot depend on rain 
falling at set times during the year 
in Greater Mexico City’s 59 mu- 
nicipalities. 

“If we don’t act now, both the 
government and the citizens, we 
won’t have enough water in the

Panel denounces conditions 
at detention centers

The Inter-American Commission on Human Rights denounced that 
many held in U.S. immigrant detention facilities in Arizona and Texas 
find themselves in “unacceptable” conditions and have been denied their 
right to due process. That is one of the conclusions contained in the pre- 
liminary report of the IACHR’s Rapporteurship on the Rights of Migrant 
Workers and their Families after visits last week to six immigrant detention 
centers. The mission, led by rapporteur Felipe Gonzalez, came after the 
U.S. government finally gave its approval after refusing to do so for more 
than a year. In its preliminary conclusions, which will serve to prepare a 
complete report by the end of the year, the IACHR acknowledges “some 
positive recent adjustments” in the system of immigrant detention in the 
United States. 

The document adds, however, that “many men, women and children... 
are held in unacceptable conditions, and the right of these persons to due 
process remains, in many cases, compromised.” The IACHR observers 
visited the Southwest Key Unaccompanied Minor Shelter in Phoenix; the 
Florence Service Processing Center and the Pinal County Jail in Florence, 
Arizona; the T. Don Hutto Family Residential Center in Taylor, Texas; the 
Willacy Detention Center in Raymondville, Texas, and the International 
Education Services Unaccompanied Minor Shelter in Los Fresnos, Texas.

San José, CA — La puesta en escena representan 
horas de dedicación y de sacrificio de vida familiar. No 
hace falta una gran aparato escénico tampoco. No hay 
cambios de vestuario entre cada acto. A pesar de eso, 
un grupo de mujeres del vecindario Mayfair, han estado 
presentando diferentes obras de teatro para mostrar su 
realidad, no sólo como amas de casa, sino en todos los 
roles diferentes que la mujer emigrante tiene que repre- 
sentar en este país. Y no sólo eso. La meta es abrir los 
ojos a los varones, para que traten de comprender, que 
el papel de la mujer, no es aquel tradicional estereotipo 
de ama de casa abnegada. 

“Es muy importante porque el machismo está por 
todas partes. Ellos no se presentan en la escuelas, en las 
juntas con los maestros”, nos comenta la Sra. Graciela 
Díaz, una de las actrices del Grupo Teatro Familias 
Unidas, “para ellos la mujer está para todo; la escuela, 
citas médicas, el trabajo de la casa, el educar a los hijos. 
Ellos sólo cumplen con el papel de trabajar y proveer. 
Sé que no son todos, pero la gran mayoría son así”. 

Sin embargo, la Sra. Díaz reconoce que ha habido 
un cambio en los padres de familia del vecindario en el 
que vive, y no sólo los padres, sino también los hijos 
varones. “Nos ven a nosotros, y lo que aprendemos en 
las obras de teatro, lo llevamos a la casa, así que están 
escuchando lo que estamos haciendo, y ellos también 
aprenden”, afirmó. 

Para la Sra. Díaz, el papel de la mujer emigrante 
actual es muy versátil, ya que además de todo encuen- 
tra las barreras del idioma, cuando los hijos sólo les 
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contestan en inglés sabiendo que no lo comprenden; la 
duda de identidad o de pertenencia de los hijos, al no 
ser de aquí y no ser de allá, o de ser de aquí y de allá;

el racismo. 

“Puede hacerle sentir a uno invisible”, comentó la 
Sra. Díaz, “pese a eso, nosotros hacemos nuestro papel 
de madres con todo el amor. Es un orgullo. Pero lo que 
presentamos cuando actuamos es una muestra para los 
varones, para que no sientan vergiienza de demostrar 
amor por sus hijos, para que se sientan orgullosos de 
ellos”. 

Las obras que ponen en escena este grupo de 
mujeres están escritas por ellas mismas basadas en 
su experiencias en este país. “Reflejan nuestra propia 
vida”, expresó la Sra. Díaz. 

Aryeh Shell, parte de la agencia Somos Mayfair 
y quien ayuda a coordinar al grupo, comentó que la 
agencia cree mucho en el teatro popular como una he- 
rramienta para ayudar a las personas a que se escuche 
su voz “especialmente de estas mujeres que muchas 
veces en la sociedad no tienen una voz”. 

Este tipo de presentaciones ha cambiado el rol y la 
imagen de la mujer dentro de su vida familiar y social 
“ahora, a este grupo de mujeres se les ve como líderes 
en la comunidad. Se ha dado una transformación en 
los varones, en sus esposos, en sus hijos, y les apoyan 
y les respetan más”, concluyó.

Ingredients (Serves 4-6): 

- 1 loaf crusty baguette or Italian bread (or your favorite bread vari-

- 1 eggplant, skinned and sliced into relatively thin strips 

- 2 zucchini or summer squash, sliced medium thickness 

- Bruschetta mixture 

- 2 small tomatoes 

- 1 small yellow or red onion 

- 1 fresh mozzarella (or packaged if fresh is unavailable) 

- Olive oil 

- Few leaves of fresh basil 

- Red wine or balsamic vinegar 

- Salt, pepper, and Italian seasonings to taste 


Preparation: 

- Wash and slice the vegetables. Brush the eggplant and squash slices 
lightly with olive oil and grill (or pan sear) until they have softened, but 
are not falling apart. An easy way to grill the smaller squash is to place it 
in an aluminum foil packet to prevent slices from falling through the slats. 
Remove from the grill and allow to cool.
